had a war on “Metaluna” that never was in the 
book; 3) ignored the interociter as a mind 
weapon, leaving only the electronic tinker-toy 
test set aspect; 4) dragged in a “brain-washing” 
bit the book didn’t have; 5) made a berserk 
“Mutant” the monstery heavy—all he was was 
a wounded slave-thing with a cracked cerebel- 
lum, originally on “‘our” side; and 6) so badly 
mishandled the relations between the earth 
kidnapees and the Metalunan leader that audi- 
ence sympathy swung pretty strongly to the 
attacking aliens! You'll recall that we never 
saw any aliens! Never. Oh sure, we saw their 
ships and the wreck of Metaluna, but we never 
saw any monster aliens, like the Guarra of the 
novel, to convince us we were on the “right” 
side.

Having sharpened a fang, | hasten to bite 
with it: brickbats to 4e (that’s me—Forry) for 
including THE PIT & THE PENDULUM in No. 14. 
It had no place. Why not? Simple, no monster! 
Oh sure, Vincent Price is a crazed kook and 
Poe did write a pretty fair horror story, but 
still and all—no monster! For the benefit of 
those who really aren't too sure just what a 
monster is, let me quote Webster: “MONSTER— 
any. plant or animal of abnormal shape or struc- 
ture, as one greatly malformed or lacking some 
parts . . . any imaginary creature part human 
and part animal in form, as a°centaur, or made 
up of the parts of two different animals, as a 
unicorn.”

There is horror in madness, and when 
Michael Redgrave, as the crazed ventrilo- 
quist, speaks im the dummy’s voice in 
DEAD OF NIGHT, the audience knows 
the sheer shock of schizophrenia. The world 
of the pinheaded idiots, midgets and the 
armless-legless torso in FREAKS was 
enough to inspire nightmares for a solid 
year of Sundays.

MONSTERS & GHOSTS are not necessarily 
frightful in themselves; one laughs at the 
staring extras of the various “zombie” mov- 
ies but one shudders at the totally unseen 
horror of THE UNINVITED. Even a moy- 
ie like THE THING had its moments of 
true horror as the blanket left on the cake 
of ice in which the monster is frozen helps 
to defrost it. We see only the slow drip-drip- 
drip of water from under the blanket and 
then hear the sudden, stifled scream from 
the soldier left to guard it. And who can 
forget the scene where the monstrous half- 
vegetable arm erupts from the greenhouse? 

I hold no brief for the monster movies 
and the science-fiction (so called) films 
made today in which a skeleton dances over 
the ceiling of a theatre or the seats wired 
for shocks—surely the final convincing 
proof, if any were needed, of the paucity 
of imagination of today’s movie makers. 
Such films may entertain the kiddies and 
presumably they serve a purpose for dating 
couples who need a reason to cuddle in the 
dark—but they’re not true horror pictures. 
For that matter, the horrors of dope addic- 
tion in a MAN WITH THE GOLDEN 
ARM serve far better to induce throat- 
clogging terror. 

The sophisticates will probably continue 
to sneer at all horror films, the censors will 
snip out the perils and we who cherish the 
creeps will continue to haunt the local cine- 
ma for shocks & shudders and the whole- 
some release of fears as old as all mankind.
